REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Amherst :— 


I herewith submit my third annual report. In ‘the 
matter of enrollment it is interesting to note that the 
total number of pupils in the schools of Amherst has 
decreased in the last five years from 184 to 158. The 
attendance was not as regular as the previous year 
but the tardinesses were much fewer. 


The prevalence of sickness during the present school 
year has greatly hampered school work. All schools 
have been closed at various times on account of illness 
of pupils or teachers. Most of this lost time has been 
made up but continuous progress in school studies has 
been impossible... The work will more than ever have } 
to be limited to the absolute essentials. 


Most of the schools opened last fall with new teach- 
ers. The present corps of teachers is an excellent one. 
The condition of the High School is especially satis- 
factory. Mr. Sawyer entered upon his duties with a 
clear. comprehension of the purposes of an agricultural 
course and has spared no effort to acquaint himself with 
the work of the boys and the general farming conditions 
in the town. The work of the boys in-agriculture as 
well as in the shop is practical and constructive. In 
short the agricultural and domestic arts courses as given 
in our High School are absolutely sensible and better 
fit local needs than do most high school courses. The 
details of the work are covered in the Headmaster’s 
report. Under the Smith-Hughes Law the High School 
received a sum of $305.48. An annual rebate like this 
enables us to pay a larger salary for our Headmaster 
and thereby secure a better man than might otherwise 
be possible 


The No. 8 school which has been closed for several 
years, was reopened this year with Mrs. Forest West 
as teacher. Upon her resignation, at the end of the first 
term, Frances Clark was appointed teacher. 
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Alternation of Courses. 


As I have pointed out previously it is impossible to 
give every course on our High School program, each 
year. Some have to be omitted in alternate years. For 
the information of parents and pupils the table of alter- 
nations as at present planned is given below, showing 


in what year each course will be taught.

Teacher’s Salaries. 


There is no question about the necessity of increasing 
teachers’ salaries. They have always been low as com- 
pared with other lines of useful employment. Board 
has increased as well as other necessary expenses. More 
is required of teachers than many other classes of 
workers. There is no work more important than theirs 
and sufficiently large salaries should be paid to attract 
and retain the best talent. The amount of school funds 
devoted to teachers’ salaries should be, according to 
all expert opinion, at least 70 per cent of the total 
expenditures for schools. Most Normal School grad- 
uates who are at all proficient now get at least $14 
a week in their first position. High School teacher's 
can scarcely be secured for less than $7v0 a year ; many 
receive much more. This is not theory or mere sugges- 
tion; it is an actual condition that confronts the school 
authorities who are seeking teachers. It must be met 
if schools are to be efficiently maintained. The estimate 
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of $8000 for teachers’ salaries for another school -year 
is based on the conditions I have described. It is a 
larger amount than has been asked for in the past, 
but. is the smallest amount which it is safe to raise 
for the purpose. 


Pupils’ Home Gardens, 


The federal Bureau of Education thru its agents 
and the state departments of public instruction is organ- 
izing all over the country the United States School 
Garden Army which will comprise every boy and girl 
who will cultivate a garden. Thousands of pupils had 
gardens last year. In Amherst 73 pupils cultivated 
gardens and raised crops estimated as worth $1,079.38. 
There is still need for maxium food production and it 
is planned to beat last year’s good record this coming 
season. Any boy or girl in school can enroll in this 
garden army. In each room is a captain and lieutenants 
are appointed to assist the teacher in keeping up interest 
on the part of the “privates” and helping in keeping 
the records. Every member has a badge. Gardening 
will be studied in school according to outlines prepared 
by the directing state and national officers. The Gov- 
ernment also furnishes pamphlets giving instructions 
and directions... These have been distributed to each 
school. This is a thoro and well organized movement 
to inspire children with a love for gardening and help 
them plan and cultivate their own gardens. Amherst 
pupils are fortunate in living in a town which maintains 
an agricultural High School with an instructor whose 
duty it is to visit the pupils gardens during the summer. 


Medical Inspection. 


Following the vote of the last school meeting adopt- 
ing medical inspection the School Board appointed Dr. 
Oscar Burns as medical inspector. Every child in 
school was thoroly examined last spring, a record made 
of his physical condition, and notices sent to parents 
if defects were found. It was intended to make a follow- 
up inspection this fall but the epidemic prevented. From 
the report which follows it is seen that children’s teeth 
are sadly neglected. This is very unfortunate as other 
evils.are sure to accompany defective teeth. Bad tonsils 
and adenoids also hinder a child’s proper development.

Repairs and Equipment. 


At the High School building the chimney tops were 
relaid, electric bells installed to mark the ends of 
recitation periods, and a blower put in the flue from 
the forges to relieve the basement of smoke. For next 
year, aside from minor repairs, a slate blackboard should 
be put in, the intermediate room, a new floor in the 
Greely School (No. 7) and additional outhouse at the 
Ponemah School (No. 5,): where there is only one for 
both boys and girls, 1 recommend also that the Center 
School be adequately supplied with electric lights for 
use on dark days or evenings. 


Reciprocity. 


The only reason for maintaining schools is the in- 
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struction and improvement of boys and girls. To carry 
out this purpose our town supports besides the element- 
ary grades a High School offering agricultural studies 
for boys and domestic arts for girls. There are other 
types of education which are desirable for some pupils 
but which do not on the whole fit our conditions and 
are therefore not given. I think it is entirely sensible 
to single out the kind of school work suited to local 
needs and specialize on that. But there will always be 
a few pupils who will need for their purposes a different 
type of education than is offered in our High School. 
We can not afford to accommodate this minority. Only 
two miles away, across a town line, is the Milford High 
School with courses in mechanics*arts and classics in 
full operation. But it has no courses in agriculture and 
a few Milford boys need just this. Let us remember that 
this whole problem of education is for the welfare of 
boys and girls and their welfare is bigger than arbi- 
trarily-drawn town lines. Now in this situation why 
not let some Milford pupils come to Amherst and some 
Amherst pupils go to Milford and get what they want, 
not merely what happens to be furnished at home? The 
train service is quite satisfactory for this. Educationally 
there is no argument against this, but the person with 
his mind fixed on the political and economic aspects 
of the case finds apparent objections. Both school are 
‘under the same professional supervision. ‘The question 
of tuition will probably seem to be the greatest snag; 
the parents can not afford to pay and the town ought 
not to. It seems to me that a plan for reciprocal ex- 
change of pupils without payment of tuition could be 
arranged by the two School Boards satisfactorily to 
both sides. The presence of a few pupils from one town 
in the schools of the other would not increase the cost 
of running those schools, for the schools will be main- 
tained just the same anyway. I believe this idea is 
worth trying. 

In closing I wish to say that I greatly appreciate the 
~» harmonious co-operation of the School Board and the 
loyal support given by teachers and citizens.

HEADMASTER’S REPORT 


To the Superintendent of the Schools of Amherst: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as head- 
master of the Amherst High School. 

The school opened on Tuesday, Sept. 3, with an en- 
rollment of 48 pupils, since which there has been an 
additional enrollment of 7 pupils, making a total of 55 
of which 33 are boys, ae 32 girls. 

During the first eight days of the term, the place of 
Miss Smith was unexpectedly made vacant, as sickness 
in her family prevented her return. Her place was 
filled by Mr. Norris Woodbury, until he was called to 
the missionary field in Burma, Nov. 27.. Then the Rev. 
William Aitchison of the Congregational church was 
fortunately available and filled the position until Jan. 8, 
when illness necessitated an absence of two weeks, filled 
by Mr. Remington. 

Miss Madeline Kingsley and Miss Bertha Piper, Mr. 
C. F. Wyman with the headmaster constitute the facul- 
ty. The teachers have worked together in perfect har- 
mony for everything that pertains to the happiness and 
welfare of our school, and without any exception, my 
associates have rendered ny earnest, and efficient | 
service to our pupils. 

{In the Domestic Arts courses the classes in Cookery, 
canned a considerable quantity of fruit and vegetables 
successfully. They have learned and put into practice 
_the various ways of cooking food and have served sev- 
eral meals, including a dinner given to the faculty. 

Hot soup or cocoa has been served daily, during the 
noon hour to the pupils bringing their lunches. This 
has been sold at cost. 

The classes in sewing have made their cookery 
uniforms and other articles useful in the household. 

In carpentry and blacksmithing, Mr. Wyman per- 
mits nothing to pass that does not give evidence of care 
and good workmanship. ‘he following articles are the 
best evidences of this: A blackboard frame, a four- 
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shelf fruit dryer, a pig weighing device, cupboards for 
drinking cups, a tool chest, a grindstone cover, three 
window screens, a bread board, fence pickets, mortise 
and tenon models, cope joint work, plant stand (natural 
finish) two carpenter benches, four by six feet. The 
calks have been fitted, sharpened and welded to four 
horse shoes, besides other work in making and repair- 
ay NY. 

The Agricultural courses, like the Domestic Arts 
and the Carpentry courses, are but the expression of a_ 
demand that is sweeping over the entire country, that the 
American boys and girls must have a chance to find 
themselves and be prepared to meet the opportunities 
at their own doors. One of the aims of our Agricul- 
tural courses, in addition to making better farmers and 
homemakers in our own town, is to utilize the farm and 
home, on which much of the time of the pupil is em- 
ployed or spent, as a laboratory of applied sciences, 
Biology, Chemistry and Physic, where nature is con- 
tinually inviting the earnest student to study her laws 
and forces resulting in animal and plant life. 

The diligent pupil soon learns the practical impor- 
tance of the knowledge of soil conditions, plant foods, 
and the service rendered by water and air in plant life. 
The knowledge of the laws that governs the familiar 
phenomena of plant and animal life and of the laws 
that govern the operation and mechanical advantage of 
from machinery is more easily and thoroughly imparted 
by making use of the country boys’ valuable casa Se 
in the practical manifestation of these laws. 

In our laboratory, experiments in simple soil an- 
alysis, application of fértilizers, study of seeds and 
condition of their growth, some simple microscopic an- 
alysis, and similar experiments have been performed 
that will be helpful to the pupils and prove the value 
of the more important agricultural experiments which 
have resulted in a great increase in the quantity and 
quality of production. 

The home garden projects of the boys suffered some 
interruption through change of teachers and the en- 
forcel vacation, because of influenza which came during 
the harvest time. 

_ Notwithstanding this, 1 visited nearly all the pro- 
jects and found, where frost had not interferred, very 
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satisfactory results, entitling a number of our boys to 
wear the U. S: Boys’ Working Reserve pins, awarded 
by the Department of Labor. 

It was intended that there be a school exhibit in 
connection with Grange Fair, but as that was given 
up, an exhibition and entertainment, open to ail the 
schools in town, was given in the Town Hall, on Nov. 
26, at which excellent contribution of handiwork, 
canned goods and garden products, tactfully displayed, 
under the supervision of Miss Piper and Miss Kendall 
proved of interest to a large number of visitors. 

During the afternoon, several successful demonstra- 
tions of the Babcock test were made and drew their 
share of attention. In the evening the rural schools 
joined the village schools in, an entertainment, and 
presented a most excellent program to a large, appre- 
ciative audience. 

The High School has an organized Athletic Associa- 
tion open to both boys and girls, and a first and second 
Basketball team. These teams have been coached by 
Mr. Aitchison and have played several snappy games 
with neighboring high schools. 

The school has recently organized the Amherst 
High School Lyceum for the purpose of giving practice 
and training in parliamentary procedure in debate and 
such literary exercises as may seem profitable. 

The Seniors and Juniors with only one week’s prep- 
aration, gave in December a creditable presentation of 
_a.two-act drama, “A Lion Among Ladies”, for. the 
benefit of the Athletic Association. The parts were all 
well taken and a little profit turned over to the treasurer. 

The Smith-Hughes requirements represent perhaps 
better than any other, the general curricula under which 
more interests of our community and individual pupils 
can be served. To do justice to such a program re- 
quires not only the continued service of devoted 
teachers and a life of study, but also the co-operation 
of the community. The schoolhouse should be an edu- 
caitonal exchange where the lessons learned from ex- 
perience on our farms may be gathered and circulated 
for the mutual welfare. of our people. 

But the real gardens of our teachers, are the schools 
themselves, and the pupils are tenderrplants.. In the 
rearing of these plants, we also need the co-operation 
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of parents. It will be only as the result of constant care, 
proper mental and moral food, and uplifting influences 
in the sunshine of true love, that we may hope to bring 
these plants to their full fruition and fit them to per- 
‘form their private, social, and civic duties with credit 
and honor. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation to 
yourself, the schoolboard, and the community, for the 
cordial support we have continually felt upholding our 
efforts in behalf of the school.
